v ious, R ev . Zendt ha d pre tty t ho r o ugh­ 
ly canv assed the question as to w he the r 
or not it was the fault of the churches. 
mak iDg a pre tty strong 
indictm ent 
along t ha t line. 
Last ev ening he took 
the o the r tack , as to w he the r or not it 
was the fault of t he masses: and from 
the s ta nd pointof a c hur c hm a n he m a d e 
aa e qually strong 
indcitm ent in this 
case. 
Of course 
the case 
was 
not 
locally t re a te d , but along general lines, 
and the subject was admitted to be a 
two-sided one. 
If the church Is to blame fo r the no n- 
attendance and co -o perativ e sy m pathy 
o f the masses, is is also a- largely the 
fault o f 
the peo ple who are o ut o f 
to uch with the church. Mr. Zandt first 
pro ceeded to co nsider so me o f the pre­ 
v ailing influences and co nditio ns which 
teed to a sev eriug o f the masses fro m 
the churches. 
First, o ne o f the pre­ 
v ailing characteristics o f o ur age is a 
bro adly diffused 
m aterialism —an in­ 
tense pursuit o f w ealth —a scram bling 
fo r the things o f earth, earthy . W hile 
the church is no t o ppo sed to m aterial 
j dev elo pment, it is o ppo sed to m aking 
that the end and aim o f human attain­ 
ment. 
In sustaining the po sitio n o f 
the church o n this po int the speaker 
quo ted th e wo rds o f Christ: 
“ Man 
shall no t liv e by I)read alo ne.” “ Man's 
life do th no t co nsist in the ab und a nc e 
o f the things which he possessetb.” 
“ Seek y e first the Kingdom o f God and 
His righteousness, 
and all things .-hall 
be added unto you.*’ 
He also showed 
the truthfulne ss 
o l P a ul ’- sta te m e nts 
that “ Godliness with c onte ntm e nt 
is 
gr e a t ga i n, ” 
and t ha t “ T he lov e o f 
money is the root of all ev il." 
Next, 
the sk epticism of 
the 
age 
stands in t he way of the masses affilia­ 
tion with t he c hurc h. 
This sk epticism 
is- a reaction from t he undue c red ulity 
of the pa st century. 
B ecause 
men 
hav e le a rne d t ha t some things w hich 
were once r e ga rd e d as the t e a c hings of 
G od’s W o r d were but the trad itions of 
men, the tendency is to throw ov er the 
whole Bible. 
T hL is an age of scien­ 
tific analysis, when those things which 
cannot be subjected to the test of our 
physical senses a re denied an e x ist­ 
ence and faith is crowded out of m a n's 
v ocabulary. 
T he c hurc h is no more 
opposed to true science tha n it is to 
proper m a t e r ia l dev elopm ent: but the 
scope of religion and of science a r e not 
identical. 
T he B ib le and science run 
pa ra lle l but a s ho r t distance. 
T he r e 
a re some things, but v ery ew, which 
they hold in common. 
T hird ly , man - e nv ironm ent was con­ 
sidered. 
T he influence of a man'.- oc 
eupation on his c ha r a c t e r was shown. 
It is not easy in the se day- for a w ork ­ 
ing m an to be a Christian. A fte r s pe nd ­ 
ing s tr e ngt h and energy -ix days :u the 
pursuit of 
material things, the t r a n ­ 
sition to spiritual t hin* - on t he s e v e nt h 
day is not an easy one. 
T he need of 
r e s t a nd r e fre shing is felt, and this is 
sought in v arious ways; but the w or k ­ 
ing m an who is a Ch ristian k nows tha t 
the gr e a t e s t re lax ation from care, the 
gre a te st restoration of tax ed na tur e 
from ov er-toil,is found in the exaltation 
of true worship, so often found 
in the 
pr a y e r circle and the c hurc h serv ice. 
A m ong the c ounter a ttra c tions of the 
S a b b a t h which pre v e nt a ge ne ra l 
a t ­ 
tend ance of the masses at c hur c h were 
m entioned the S und a y new spaper and 
religion hav e nothing in common, and 
the m a n who can find in the Sund a y 
pa pe r all the spiritua l food he wants 
has uo r i ght to k ick a t the church.
